TRANS-ATLANTIC STEAMSHIP 
' PASSENGERS, ; 


"a Record Year. 


‘Yhe total number of passongers landed 
at New York from trans-Atlantio steamships 
during the past year shows, according to 
Engincering, a considerable increase on the 
aggregate for several previous years, Of 
all classes, thore were 804,706 pissongers, 
which is 60,000, or about 12.6 per cent., 
more than’in the previous year, ‘This 
ageregnto ié nearly duuble the number of 
3899, and close upon threo Limes that of 
1897. It is indeed the highest for many 
‘years. There wers 47 more trips made 
during the year—960 in all; but even 
wo, the average number of passengers 
per ahip is much higher, working out 
at 830 per ship, which is certainly 
very satiafactory; it compares with 
773 in the previous year, 649 in 1901, and 
445 in 1900. The averago has increased 
from $23 in 1894 to 830 for the past yeur. 
Of the increase in the past year o very 
satisfactory portion is due to tho cabin pas- 
sengera, who, numberod 161,438, or 21,600 ; 
more, equal to 15.5 per cent., while in 
ateerago passenuurs-- 643,358 —the increase 
is about (0,000, or 12 per cent, The 
German lines, continues Engineering, 
havo increased their proportion of cabin 
passengers from 34 per cent. to 37,3 per 
cent. of the otal, while the British quota 
has decreased from 37.24 per cent. to $4.3 
pier cent, of the total, The lines in the 
Combine, including the German, Red Star, 
White Star, American, and Auantiv 
Transport Companies, hare taken 71.7 
per cent. of all first-class passengers, 
and 41.1 per cent, of all, second-class 
pasaongers Jor the year, or 65.5 per cont. of 
al) cabin passengers, which compares 
with 65 per cent, in the previoua your. 
Their proportion of steerago passengers 
ia about the same--d4.6 per cent. The 
lines outside the Cumbina have hold their 
owns bat as the British quota of cabin 
passengers has decreased to the oxtent of 
3 per cent, without any addition what- 
ever to atocrage passengers, the Con- 
tinental lines, notably the French and 
the Holland-American Line, have im 
proved their rolative positions. The quota 
of passengera of all classes by tho ships of 
the Combine is 56,7 por cent , an compared 
with 21.8 percent. for the British lines : 
but of the former tho two German lines 
have taken 36.5 por cont. Thero can be 
no disputing the increasing popularity of 
the German shipain the Atlantic sorvice. 
Ten years ago they took only 25.8 por cent 
of the cabin passengers: they are to-day 
reaponrible for 07.4 per cent. although 
they have relinquiehed part of their 
share i the purely omigrant 7 service. 
Some oxplanation of this is to be found 
in the apecd of their vesvels. The New 
York Post Office return of the avorage 
time taken for the conveyances of tho mails 
frum the New York to the Landon Post 
Cflica, places four Gerwian ships at the top, 
‘tho fastest of them being about 18 hours! 
and the slowest of them 8 hours, ahead of 
our speediest ship; and so regular are 
theso ships that the best passages aro only 
2 to 5 hours shorter than the average. [he 
Lucena, Campania, and Oceanic rank next 
the German quurtetto ; but following these 
again ure tive furaign vessels. * 
The ‘Handeuff King.’

In 
the block of houses to which -he 
referred in his motion the aystom of drain- 
age had been ill-designed inasmuch as filth 
from one house was carried jnto tho yard 
of the second, the third recvived the fifth 
vf the first two, and so on, It was unne- 
eossary tu kay thot this was insunitery: The 
Acting M.Q,H. suid that undor certain con- 
ditions it might be dangereus te health, 
The Sanitary Surveyor in his report stated 
tuere were two trapa in oach yard and a 
channul running down the septre. These 
traps wero only 8 inchea square, and when 
foul water was thrown unto the yards 
It ran inte this channel. Keference to the 
Surveyor’s plan would show that there was 
only ona trap previded in exch yard. This 
was in contravention of section 45 of the 
Bye-lows of Ord. 13 of 1801. - But the most 
important disregard ‘of the Bye-laws was 
the passage of filthy water down tho aurface 
channel in contravention ofSection 35 ofthe 
existing Ordinance. It was not the case that 
the channel was misused by the tenants. 
The slope of the yards was towards the 
channel in the centre, The traps were 
placed, ono near the kitchen, and the other 
on the side of the main building. The 
Surveyor said this channel was intended to 
carry away the rain-wator from the roof. 
This was not 0; for this was collected by 
pipes under the caves and emptied into one 
of the traps. Ag to the remedy, he would 
propose that two traps be removed and a 
new one placed in the centre af the yard 
and t-at the sperture Jending the channel 
frum one yard to another be blocked. 

The motion was seconded by Mr. Lau 

Chu Pak. 
Tho Hon, W. Chatham said the real 
enusa of the trouble was tho manner in 
which the houses and kitchens were 
designed. In this case they could not 
drain into the back lane save ata very 
great expense. To provide for the outlet 
of the back premises a pipe would have to 
pass below each house in turn, or else the 
drainage must be carried from yard to yard 
as described. To the former course there 
were strong sanitary abjections. The only 
method therefore was the latter alternative ; 
tho question was just to what extent it 
ought to bo done. “In this case tho 
drainage artangements here were ‘sub- 
mitted by the owner and not by the 
Sanitary Surveyor, who had no alternative 
but te approve of this method proposed by 
the owner provided it did not contravens 
apy of their byelaws ; and he did not think 
it did.
